W hen I reached the build­ 
ing I saw the body of a m an ly­ 
ing in front of the door.

Titusville and notified the Coro­ 
ner and S tate Police a t Franklin.” 
Coroner P. E. C unningham and 
Pvt. Hohol of the S tate Police 
came to investigate. 
A w ater bill in the m an’s pock­ 
et disclosed his identity. 
Resi­ 
dents in th a t neighborhood said 
they saw a colored m an w alking 
around as though he m ight be 
lost, about the middle of last week. 
It was apparent yesterday th at 
he had been in the engine house, 
as his shoes and stockings were 
found inside. 
He was well dressed 
and probably collapsed when com- 
| ing out of the engine house.

Kinzua Dam Is Main Topic at 
Allegheny River Meeting 


Oil City, Oct. 16 - C P ) — Flood 
Control and im provem ent of water- 
supplies would be the prim e ob­ 
jectives of the proposed dam on 
tile A lie n c y river a t Kinzua in 
W arren county, says Col. Gilbert. 
Van B. Wilkes, arm y engineer at 
Pittsburgh. 
He told the annual convention 
; of the Alleghey River Im prove- 
S m ent Association here Saturday 
that the large storage of w ater 
available and the relative purity 
of the w ater would m ake the pro­ 
posed reservoir a m eans of di­ 
lution of ‘ im pure” w aters below 
it. 
This would, he said, improve 
domestic and industrial w ater sup- 
j plies. 
Under existing conditions, Col. 
Wilkes said, the reservoir a t Kin- 
! zua should be utilized for flood 
control and for im provem ent of low 
w ater 
flow, 
w ith 
w ater 
power 
completely subordinated to these 
m atters. 
The clam would be the largest 
I of a serir.j of flood control dams, 
he said, and would have a drain­ 
age area of 2,190 square miles. 
The dimensions would be 159 feet 
in height, w ith a length of 1,700 


feet. 
Perm anent storage 
would 
total 20,000 acre feet. 
Discussing fu rth er canalization 
of the Allegheny w ith a series of 
locks and dams above Ea t Brady, 
the present end of the present 
slack system, Col. W ilkes said: 
“I do not think ii likely th a t 
th-' cxi.-ting project will be ex­ 
tended upstream .” 
Capt. William B. Rodgers, presi­ 
dent of the T ri-S tate A uthority, 
asserted construction of the Kin­ 
zua dam would greatly help to 
abate the pollution of the alleg­ 
heny and upper Ohio rivers. 
This 
pollution, he added, is caused by 
the physical, chemical and biolog­ 
ical substances discharged into the 
Allegheny river below the dam 
site. 
H. C. Putnam , W arren, who ob­ 
jected to a high reservoir dam, 
discussed w hat he described as 
adverse effects of such a stru c­ 
ture.

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THE EIGHT DEGREES OF GIVING 
By MAIMONIDES 
The first and lowest degree is to give, but with re­ 
luctance or regret. This is the gist of the hand, but not 
of the heart. 
The second, is to give cheerfully, but not proportion­ 
ately to the distress of the sufferer. 
The third is, to give cheerfully and proportionately, 
but not until solicited. 
The fourth is, to give cheerfully and proportionately, 
and even unsolicited, but to put it in the poor man s 
hand, thereby exciting in him the painful emotion of 
shame. 
The fifth is, to give charity in such a way that the 
distress* d may receive the bounty, and know their bene­ 
factor, without their being known to him. 
JSucn was 
the conduct of some of our ancestors who used to tie 
up money in the corners of their cloaks, so that the poor 
might take it unreceived. 
The sixth, which rises still higher, is to know the 
objects of our bounty but remain unknown to th rn. 
Such was the conduct of those of our ancestors but re­ 
main unknown to them. Such was the conduct of those 
of our ancestors who used to convey their charitable 
gifts into poor people s dwellings, taking care that th< ir 
own persons and names should remain unknown. 
The seventh is still more mc ritorious - -namely, to be­ 
stow charity in such a way th at th b nefaetor may not 
know the relieved persons, nor they tile names of their 
benefactors, as was dont1 by our charitable forefathers 
during the existence of tnt temple. 
For there was in 
the holy building a place called the Chamber of the Si­ 
lent, wherein the good deposited secretly whatever their 
generous hearts .suggested, and from which the poor 
were maintained with equal secrecy. 
Lastly, the eighth, and the most meritorious of all, 
is to anticipate charity by preventing poverty —namely, 
to assist the reduced fellowman, either by a consider­ 
able gift or a sum of money, or by putting him in the 
way of business, so that he may earn an honest liveli­ 
hood and not be forced to the dreadful alternative of 
holding out his hand for charity. 
This is the highest
